dies down. But if Mao Tse-tung 
is not in any position to exert 
his guile 
in the

poker game, the stakes of dip­ 
lomacy may never be laid out 
on 
tile table

inspection. 
Peace would be de facto, not de 
jure — and would there be a 
Republican issue in that?

Twenty - two million Ameri­ 
cans are former 4 ll club mem­ 
bers. More than 2 1-3 million 
youngsters are enrolled now. 
But the real measure of 4-H is 
in the job it does for youth. 
Any boy or girl between 4th 
grade or IO years old and 21 
years of age may join a club 
by agreeing to work on a proj­ 
ect and follow 4-H ideals and 
itandards The 
main 
require­ 
ment in a willingness to learn 
by doing, and “to make the best 
better” — the club motto. 
These groups of young people 
carry on a wide variety of proj- 
ectN in agriculture, home eco­ 
nomics. citizenship and person 
a1 development. They apply the 
latest scientific findings to learn 
the “why” as well as the “how” 
of what they 
do. 
Developing 
character and good citizenship 
are long range goals. 
While formerly most 4-H’ers 
lived in a rural and suburban 
areas, there is a recent trend 
toward 
more city youngsters 
taking part. This reflects the de­ 
cline in farm population and the 
change of our agricultural com­ 
munities. Only about half of 4 ll 
members actually live on farms 
today. Who’s behind it’ 
The 4-H club program is part 
of tile nationwide educational 
system of the Cooperative E x­ 
tension Service — a three-wav 
partnership of the U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, the State 
land grant colleges or universi­ 
ties. and county governments. 
But the local 4-H club is the 
most important unit of the pro­ 
gram. Local people determine 
its policies. Friends of 4 H give

ment. 
To guide 4 H ers, approximate 
To guide 4-H’ers, approximate­ 
ly 135 Pickaway County m e n 
and women — many of them 
parents who are former 4-H’ers 
themselves — serve as volun­ 
teer local advisers. These lead­ 
ers are trained, counseled and 
assisted by their county Exten­ 
sion agents, who have at their 
fingertips the vast stores of 
knowledge of the state land- 
grant colleges and the U. S. De­ 
partment of Agriculture. 
Adult leaders advise and en­ 
courage 4-H’ers 
in 
planning 
and carrying out projects. They 
teach them new subject m atter, 
attend club meetings and most 
important, have a genuine in­ 
terest in boys and girls.

Repentance 


PR EREQ U ISITE FOR FOLLOW ERS OF CHRIST 


Scripture— Luke IS. 


By K. H. RAMSEY 
W ITHIN the two chapters as­ 
signed to this lesson are four 
of the most typical aspects of 
our Ixjrda m inistry: miracles, 
parabolical teaching, prediction 
and exhortation. 
(R ap ter 13 opens with an in­ 
cident growing out of the Ro­ 
man occupation, one of the rare 
references to a contem porary 
event not related to C hrist to 
be found in the Gospels. Pontius 
Pilate had ordered the m assacre 
of a group of Jew’s while they 
were m aking their sacrifices in 
the Temple courts. The incident 
was reported to Jesus, perhaps 
in the hope that it would stir 
Him into l e a d i n g a revolt 
against the Romans. W hatever 
their motives, the M aster had 
an answ er for them. 
Like m any people today, the 
people of Jesus' tim e held th at 
life * suffering and calam ities 
were 
divine 
punishm ent 
for 
m an's ains. Jesus repudiated this 
theory, interpreting the fate of 
unfortunate 
Galileans 
as 
a 
w arning to all men to heed His 
call 
to 
repentance now, 
for 
death m ay come suddenly. Seek­ 
ing to abow His listeners th at 
all men will perish if they do 
not repent, He reminded them 
of the collapse of the tow er of 
Siloam 
w h i c h 
killed 
m any 


spine bent and deformed, came 
to Him. With a word and a 
touch of His hand Jesus healed 
her. The ruler of the syn agogu e 
became indignant over Jesus’ 
healing on the Sabbath 
and 
publicly rebuked Him. Jesus'' 
answ er pointed out the impor­ 
tance of hum anity over cere­ 
monial law, and implied th a t 
it was dishonor to God th a t a 
m em ber of the chosen people 
should be deprived of soul sal­ 
vation and freedom from physi­ 
cal affliction, o r th a t the Mes­ 
siah should be hindered in His 
work through a rigid interpreta­ 
tion of the Sabbath law. 
The next two parables have 
long been the subject of radi­ 
cally opposing opinions among 
Biblical scholars and the laity 
as well. In trying to describe 
the Kingdom of God in term s 
that all could understand. Jesus 
likened it to a mustard seed 
which, from an Insignificant be­ 
ginning, grew to a great tree 
offering shelter and protection 
to all. Apparently the people 
failed to grasp this concept and 
Jesus tried again, likening it, 
this time, to l e a v e n which 
would grow and spread until all 
had been brought under the in­ 
fluence of, and been saturated 
by, the Spirit and teachings of 
Christ.

T h e r e is something 
worse than s u c h a calam ity, 
physical suffering or death; it 
ta the torm ent of soul and spir­ 
itual death which aw aits those 
who do not repent of their ains 
against God. 
Realizing th a t Israel, aa a 
nation, had little tim e left be­ 
fore she would be judged, Jesus 
told tile story of the fig tree to 
illustrate His point. 
The parable tells of a vine­ 
yard owner who, for three con­ 
secutive years, had come to see 
a certain fig tree, each tim e 
finding it w ithout fruit. Because 
he had found no sem blance of 
fruitfulness, 
he 
ordered 
his 
gardener to cut it down. The 
gardener, apparently a patient 
optim ist, petitioned the owner 
for 
another y ear 
of 
grace, 
prom ising to cultivate and fer­ 
tilize the tree in hopes of bring­ 
ing it to fruitfulness. Should it 
rem ain barren, then it should be 
cut down. 
Substituting God for the g ar­ 
dener shows us how He is ever- 
patient, ever-willing to give His 
erran t children another chance, 
hoping we will confess our sins 
and repent of them, and lead 
more fruitful lives In the future. 
Soon a f t e r , as Jesus waa 
teaching in a synagogue on the 
Sabbath, an aged woman, her 


Some time later in His trav ­ 
els. Jesus encountered a man 
who t questioned how 
m a n y 
would be saved. Instead of re­ 
vealing whether many or few 
will enjoy salvation, Jesus tells 
His listeners how they them­ 
selves can be saved. He likens 
the Kingdom to a palace with a 
narrow door. Many passersby 
are invited to enter, but some 
refuse. A fter the door is shut, 
those who previously refused 
beg admittance, but they are 
forever excluded. The narrow 
door .which opens to the King­ 
dom of God is repentance of 
sins, and faith in Christ. Though 
the door is open, it will not so 
remain forever, and those who 
reject Christ will be excluded 
from His Kingdom. But aach 
must repent and accept Christ 
for himself. 
The c h a p t e r ends 
with 
Christ's lament over Jerusalem. 
His chief desire was to bring 
the chosen people to repentance, 
and for three years He had min­ 
istered among them, apparently 
to no avail. He had been sent 
to gather them together, to turn 
them from the power of sin to 
the righteousness of God. But 
they would not listen, and with 
His divine foreknowledge of the 
destruction that awaited, all He 
could do was cry for them.

Of Ownership \ 


Pride of w onership is essen ­ 
tial to good 4-H p ro ject work. 
To receive the 
m ost value 
from his experiences, a m em b er 
should be responsible 
for 
the 
money, tim e, effort, m aterials 
and equipm ent needed to co m ­ 
plete 
his 
project. 
Advisers 
should see th at ow nership is es­ 
tablished and that the work on 
the project is done by the m e m ­ 
ber. 
More than 130 different 4-H 
projects have 
been 
developed 
and are offered for young peo­ 
ple of Ohio to consider. Those 
are the result of gradual devel­ 
opm ent over a period of m ore 
than 25 years. 
Young people vary in their in­ 
dividual 
capacities, 
interests, 
needs and environm ent. When a 
m em b er selects a project that 
m eets his interests and needs, 
he has a better chance to en ­ 
joy a satisfying, useful exper- * 
ience in 4-H. 
Often several different proj- 
ects are represented to a club. 
The reasons for this are the in­ 
terests of the various m em bers 
and the varying opportunities at 
home, 
both 
of 
which 
m ust 
be considered. 
However, when 
m any 
proj­ 
ects are represented, it is very 
difficult 
to 
provide 
effective 
teaching of subject 
m atter at 
club meetings. It is strongly re c ­ 
om m ended 
that 
clubs 
reduce 
the num ber of projects to those 
that can be effectively taught in 
club meetings — or obtain a s ­ 
sistant advisers to help with ce r­ 
tain projects. 


Dale to help develop m ore effec­ 
tive program s. With their ideas 
ca m e e m p h a s i s on project 
hooks and w ere self teaching 
and easily understood by the 
m em ber. 


The n um ber of different pro- I 
ject 
books 
available 
for 
4-H 
youth has been increasing until 
we now have over 140. Boys and 
girls have a good opportunity to 
work on a p r o j e c t of inter­ 
est and one that will fit into 
their hom e situation. 


P rojects can contribute to the 
econom ic 
developm ent of the | 
family. Young people have gone 
to college on 
m oney 
m a d e 
through their 4-H projects. O th­ 
ers have invested their retu rn s 
from projects to expand pro ­ 
g ram s that are now p a rt of their 
life’s work. 


Many p are n ts have indicated 
that as 
they 
w atched 
their 
sons and daughters in 4-H they 
learned to do t h i n g s better 
them selves 
because 
of 
t h e 
up-to-date inform ation featured 
in the project. 4-H projects in­ 
volve participation not only of 
the m em b er but of the entire 
family. 
Fam ilies b e c o m e involved 
quickly when the boy or g i r l 
chooses to take a livestock pro ­ 
ject, buy m aterial for a dress, 
prepare a m eal or take ca re of 
the flowers and shrubs around 
the house, since this is a p art of 
their every day living. 
A study of tile effects of 4-H 
club projects on y o u n g peo­ 
ple shows th at form er 4-H m e m ­ 
bers m ade m ore rapid ad ju st­ 
ments in their farm and home 
life than did other youth. A ppar­ 
ently they took advantage of in­ 
form ation available through the 
project books. They also le a rn ­ 
ed to use inform ation given by 
Extension specialists in relation 
to their fam ily life and occu­ 
pations. 
Advisers 
indicate 
that 
they 
have learned m any new things 
by leading 4-H clubs, not only 


in te rm s of im proved m ethods 
in hom em aking, trac to r m ain ­ 
tenance, auto ca re and livestock 
production, 
but by expanding 
their whole interest and ap p re­ 
ciation for other phases of our 
society. 


A n u m b er of advisers have 
participated 
in 
the 
National 
L eaders Forum in Washington 
D. C., and 
all of them 
have 
com e back with a new faith in 
the efforts of t h e i r govern­ 
m ent officials and have a much 
g re a te r 
respect for the 
total 
problem s of the country and the 
need for concern for all people 
rath e r than one sm all segm ent. 


As we look at other ed u c a­ 
tional values of the project, we 
see 
that 
4-H club 
m em b ers 
learn the satisfactions and dig­ 
nity of doing a good job. Most 
projects involve working with 
the hands.

A m end­ 
m ent m ust be ratified by three- 
fourths of the states. The n u m ­ 
ber is 38 and Ohio will be the 
37th to ratify if it is passed by
